Milling Prospects 

If flour buyers have gained the 
i impression that the mill of St Louis 
and the Southwest will not have 
i plentyof wheat, wheatofgoodqual 
ity and wheat at competing prices, 
we can assure them that they will 
specdly find their mistake. and learn 
to the contrary, that the outlook ot 
the milling year in the South west is 
decidedly good. 

St. Louis and the adjoining mills 
have to the west of them abundance 
Kansas has magnificent 
prospects, with nothing to interfere 
but a wet harvest, w hich at present 
ia not promised. The quality of 
Kansas and Oklahoma wheat and a 
good part ol the Illinois and Mis 
sissippi crop will make the South 
west a strong competitor and we 
are sure that time will prove this 
assertion. 

With the 1903 crop harvested 
dry condition, there should be av 
able for the mill of the whole win 
wheat belt, plenty of supplies of soft 
wheat and hard wheat for the enti 
season. True, in localities the flood 
damage will be felt. Here wheat 
will have to be shipped in, instead 
of delivered locally, but happily the 
crop west is superb and the mills are 
along the line of the natural way to 
ng markets. Samples

Illinois are on exhibition and are 
exceptionally fine.
